confined till the xodf fell in, and covered them with 
fire and ſmoke: ſix only eſcaped with life; the reſt, - 
among whom were ſeveral young ladies of fortune, 
were reduced to one indiſtinguiſhable heap of mangled 
bodies, totally disfigured. The friends of the: dead, 
not knowing which were the relics that they ſought, 
a large hole was dug in the church- yard, and all were 
promiſcuouſly interred together, and a tablet erected in 
the church to perpetuate the melancholy Mende: DE:

Beſides herrings, they catch ling, . cod-fiſhy, liaddock, 
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turbot, and other fiſh in great plenty; and ſometimes, 
whiting and mackarel.. The ſpaw- well is at the foot of 
an exceeding high cliff, riſing perpendicular out ef the 
earth like a boiling pot, near the level of high-water 
mark in ſpring tides, with which it is often overſlowed. 
It is never dry, and in an hour yields 24 gallons of 
water. Theſe waters, which , are frequented moſt in 


the hotteſt months, are purgative and diuretic, nearly of 
the ſame nature with thoſe of Pyrmont in Germany, or 
Cheltenham in Glouceſterſhire. Here is good accom- 


modation, beſides aſſemblies and public balls. The re- 
fort of company is prodigious to this place of gaiety, 


where, with numbers, health is the pretence, but diſ- 
ſipation the end. The ſpaw-houſe lies a quarter of a 


mile S. of the town on the ſands, fronting the ſea to the 
E. and has a high cliff on the back of it to the W. the 
top of which was 54 yards above high-water level till 
December 1737, when. it rent 224. yards in length from 


the main land, and 36.jn breadth, to the compaſs of 
about an acre, and ſlowly ſunk with cattle feeding upon 


it near 12 yards perpendicular. - During this time the 
place under the cliff, where people uſed to walk, roſe 6 
or 7 yards above its common level, for above 100 yards 
in length, on each ſide of the ſtaith or wharf adjoining 
to the houſe ;/ and the wells riſing with it, the water 


failed, and the ſpring was loſt for ſome time; but upon 


rebuilding the wharf, and clearing away the ruins, it 
was after a diligent ſearch recovered, to the great joy 
of the inhabitants.

Early 
on the morning of Oct. q, 1789, the banks of the aque- 
duct of this canal, acroſs Wincham valley, in this county, 
gave way ; from "whence the water ruſhed down into 
the river beneath with the greateſt umpetuoſity. Tw 
Corn mills on the ſame ſtream below were in imminent 
danger of being forced down by the vaſt body of water 
driving from the canal upon them, but fortunately re- 
ceived much leſs damage than might have been expected;
